Will Ba Higher and the Householder 


Forced to Shoulder the Burden. 


Philadelphia, April 27.—The p ihlic 
will not know for at least a w ck 
w hether the prices of hard coal w.li 
he advanced because of the prospec­ 
tive settlem ent of the dispute bec we. n 
the operators and the millets. 
The tentative peace term s publ ah**d 
Indicate that the m iners are to receive 
an advance in wages, and have canst d 
much 
speculation as to the 
future 
price of Hie dom estic sizes of coal. 
Among the wholesale hard te al deal­ 
ers throughout Philadelphia the o; In 
ion Is unanim ous, although at present 
lacking any official notification, that 
stove and pea coal will be advanced at 
least 25 cents per ton to meet the ex­ 
tra cost of production entailed by the 
Increase of IO per c t ut to the coal 
miners. 
The operators rem ain silent as to 
their intentions.

circum stances they could not say how 
much the wholesale price might be
